County’s Cable Commission Studies 
Legal Hold Over Prime’s Fee Rise

The Prince Georges County Cable Commission on 
March 21 instructed William Hysell, Prime Cable Inc.’s gen¬ 
eral manager, to provide further justification for the steep 
increase in the Universal tier’s installation charge. Con¬ 
cerned that the increase was discriminatory, the commis¬ 
sion requested a response in writing, that it be submitted 
10 days prior to the commission’s April 18 meeting and that 
it contain data dealing with the impact on subscribers of 
such an exorbitant installation charge.

County attorney Ralph Grutz- 
macher was also instructed to 
look into “the depth of author¬ 
ity” and alternatives available 
to the commission—in particular 
whether it has the authority to 
prohibit Prime Cable from char¬ 
ging such a high installation 
fee. 

Since the federal 1984 Cable 
Act took away rate-setting re- 
sponsibilies and rights from 
municipalities, cable companies 
have been free to set their own 
rates. However, Grutzmacher 
opined: “There may be a ques¬ 
tion as to whether an installation 
fee is a regulated rate or not.” 
Before making a determination, 
he is studying a recent U. S. 
Supreme Court opinion on cable 
regulation. 

The new rates initially quoted 
by Prime for installation of the 
Universal service ranged from 
$150 to $350. Later, Hysell said, 
a firm figure of $99.50 was set 
for hook‘up costs applying to 
both new Universal subscribers 
and to subscribers already re¬ 
ceiving cable service but wishing 
to downgrade their present level 
of service from, for example* 
Cable Plus to Universal. The 
subscriber would then own a 
converter designed for the Uni¬ 
versal tier only, with mainten¬ 
ance provided by Prime. No re¬ 
fund would be given if subscrib¬ 
ers wished to upgrade their ser¬ 
vice at a later date. 

Along with the increased in¬ 
stallation charge that was man¬ 
dated by Prime’s corporate head¬ 
quarters in Texas, the monthly 
Universiai fee was reduced from 
$7.95 to $3. The Universal tier, 
the lowest level of service, pro¬ 
vides 27 channels that include 
network, independent and Public 
Broadcasting originating from 
Washington and Baltimore. This 
tier also offers a variety of lo¬ 
cal and public access channels, 
including Greenbelt and County 
Council meetings and education¬ 
al and public service programs. 

At the time cable companies 
were bidding for county and 
municipal franchises, they tou¬ 
ted the minimum tier, such as 
Universal, as one that would 
reach as many people as possi’ 
ble. Their proposals featured 
this tier in an effort to gain the 
franchise. 

In his March 15 letter to 
Prime’s president Winfield Kelly, 
Jr., City Manager James K. 
Giese charged Prime with “ren¬ 
eging” on its promise to offer a 
low cost cable service. 

John Askew, the commission’s 
executive director said: “I would 


have to be frank and say that 
(the Universal installation fee) 
is outrageous . . . too high for 
that level of service.” He noted 
that in the view* of one caller 
“the (Universal) service was 
aimed at people in the lower ec¬ 
onomic strata of service . . . and 
therefore they would be discour¬ 
aged from using that service.” 

Askew said that he learned 
about the increased fee from a 
“caller.” The January 1, 1988 
schedule of rates given to the 
cable commission by Prime in¬ 
cluded the $3 monthly fee for

Universal. However, the only in¬ 
stallation rate listed was $25. 

The commission’s concern with 
the $99.50 Universal hook-up 
charge was its disparity with 
the general $25 installation rates. 
This, commission members felt, 
could be characterized as dis¬ 
crimination. Grutzmacher said, 
“It is clear that (the commis¬ 
sion) can order that rates for 
similar activities be the same 
for all classes of service.” 

Hysell Response 
Hysell explained that the 
$99.50 installation charge was 
based on what Universal was 
See CABLE, page 4, col.

City Responds Strongly

The increased installation 
charge for the Universal tier 
drew fire from Greenbelt offic¬ 
ials and subscribers. Renee 
Bryan, the city’s public infor¬ 
mation and communications co¬ 
ordinator, told the Cable Com¬ 
mission at their March 21 meet¬ 
ing that municipalities had not 
been notified of the changed 
rates. She said she had learned 
about the increase from Green¬ 
belt residents including Eunice 
Coxon, who had also informed 
the cable commission. 

Bryan pointed out that 
Prime’s action “goes against the 
original proposal” (by Storer 
Cable which later sold the sys¬ 
tem to Prime). She read sec¬ 
tions of City Manager James 
K. Giese’s March 15 letter to 
Prime President Winfield Kelly, 
Jr. 

Commenting on the $99,50 in¬ 
stallation charge, which would 
give the subscriber ownership of 
a converter, Giese said, “The city 
questions Prime’s authority to 
sell its equipment since the city’s 
franchise agreement and, we un¬ 
derstand, other agreements in 
Northern Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, provides under the Uondi- 
tions of Residential Service’ . . . 
that ‘all equipment remains the 
property of Storer (Prime), who 
shall be responsible for its full 
maintenance.’ ” 

In his March 28 response to 
Giese, William Hysell, Prime’s 
general manager, said that 
Prime was responsible for main¬ 
tenance of its subscribers’ con¬ 
verters and that “we are clearly 
keeping with the intent of the 
city’s franchise agreement . . 
Hysell later told the News Re-

Cinema ‘ii Drafthouse 
Beer License Discussion 

The Greenbelt City Council 
will discuss an application for 
beer and wine service for the 
proposed Cinema *n’ Drafthouse 
at the Utopia Theater in Roose¬ 
velt Center on Tuesday, April 12 
at 8 p.m. in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing. The Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Liquor Board will consider 
the application on Thursday, 
April 28 at 9 a.m. in the County 
Service Building in Hyattsville 
(Room 200), The city council’s 
opinion on the license is only ad¬ 
visory. 

The Cinema ‘n’ Drafthouse is 
being proposed by Peter and Ro¬ 
bert Carney, operators of the 
Bethesda Cinema n’ Drafthouse 
on Wisconsin Avenue. However, 
the applicant will be competing 
for a class B beer and wine li¬ 
cense against P&G Theatres Inc, 
of Silver Spring, who are apply¬ 
ing to operate the Andrews Ma¬ 
nor Twin Theatres in Camp 
Springs. The Liquor Board has 
only one license to grant. 


Staff members of the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission will brief 
the Greenbelt City Council on the 
status of the proposed Master 
Plan for Langley Park/Green- 
belt/€ollege Park (PA 65, 66, 67) 
on Thursday, April 14. Open to 
the public, the work session will 
be held in the council chambers 
of the Municipal Building at 8 
p.m. 

Paul Aggarwal, project plan¬ 
ner, will explain the proposed 
recommendations in the prelim¬ 
inary plan draft, with special 
reference to Greenbelt. Frank 
Derro, chief of the transporta¬ 
tion division, will respond to 
questions dealing with transpor¬ 
tation issues. Harry Neff, chief 
of the area planning division 
(N/SE), and Joe Chang, project 
planner, will also be present. 

Paul Fields, project planner for 
the Adopted Lanham/Glenn Dale 
/Seabrook Master Plan, will brief 
council on pending development 
applications in the corridor that 
passes through Greenbelt. MN¬ 
CPPC staff will also discuss pre¬ 
sent and future development in 
the northern area, including Lau¬ 
rel and vicinity. 

Adopted in 1970, the Greenbelt 
/College Park and Vicinity Mas¬ 
ter Plan has been under revision 
for several years. (Langley Park 
is now included in the area plan.) 
Working along with staff during 
the past two years to develop 
the preliminary plan has been 


At the Greenbelt City Council 
meeting on April 4, there was a 
prolonged discussion of a Green¬ 
belt Little League policy which 
excludes youths from playing 
baseball on both a Little League 
team and a Catholic Youtjj Or¬ 
ganization team. After a dis¬ 
cussion which lasted more than 
an hour, Mayor Weidenfeld pre¬ 
vailed upon both sides to get 
together and try to resolve the 
issue. He pointed out that the 
city (which contributes money to 
this and other youth spoits 
groups through the Recreation 
Department budget) does not run 
the organizations. Representa¬ 
tives from both sides agreed to 
meet and pressed Weidenfeld to 
chair the meeting. Weidenfeld 
agreed and the meeting was 
scheduled for Friday, April 8, at 
7:30 p.m. in the city council 
chambers. 

Exclusion Charged 

According to William Barron, 
Jr. of Lastner Lane, who 
brought the issue before council 
as a petition, CYO students have 
been playing in both teams for 
years. Barron charged that the 
new interpretation of the rule is 
based on a national Little 
League rule limiting participa¬ 
tion of players to the Little 
League team with the one ex¬ 
ception playing on “school 
teams,” Under the new interpre* 
tation, Barron said, CYO teams 
are apparently not considered 
school teams. 

Barron pointed out that the 
Greenbelt Little League has nev¬ 
er been associated with the na¬ 
tional organization and has for 
years ignored this and other 
rules of the national group. He 
said the rules were being en¬ 
forced “selectively” and that 


the Citizens Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, composed of a cross-section 
of the populace from the Lang¬ 
ley Park/Greenbelt/College Park 
area. 

The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board has already ap¬ 
proved the draft of the prelim¬ 
inary plan for publication, after 
which it will be made available 
to the general public. 

A joint public hearing of the 
County Council sitting as the 
District Council and the Plan¬ 
ning Board will be held June 7 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. The MNCPPC staff will 
prepare an analysis of the testi¬ 
mony, offer staff comments and 
recommendations and transmit 
the information to Planning 
Board members, who will deter¬ 
mine whether to adopt the plan 
or to request that changes be 
made. 

When the Planning Board ad¬ 
opts the plan, with or without 
amendments, it will be forward¬ 
ed to the District Council along 
with an analysis. The District 
Council can approve the plan or 
it can request that further work 
be done or call for an additional 
public hearing. The plan will al¬ 
so be sent for review to the 
County Executive and munici¬ 
palities. 

After the District Council ap¬ 
proves the Master Plan for Lan¬ 
gley Park/Greenbelt/College Park 
it will direct the MNCPPC staff 
to prepare a Sectional Map Am¬ 
endment reflecting the necessary 
zoning changes to implement the 
plan.

Board Defense 

Charles Attick. president of 
the Greenbelt Little League 
board, defended enforcement of 
the national rule on the grounds 
that the local organization’s con¬ 
stitution states that the local 
league’s procedures will follow 
the National Little League’s 
rules. He also based his defense 
on the welfare of the players: 
for example, the Little League 
has a rule that pitchers must 
rest three days between games: 
if a pitcher is playing on another 
team, the coach might not know 
whether he is pitching too much. 
“I think some children are be¬ 
ing played too hard,” he said. 

Jose Morales, who said he had 
been a Little League coach for 
30 years, said the board is mere¬ 
ly trying to enforce what is in 
the rules. 

After a lengthy discussion, 
during which council members 
asked questions and suggested 
possible compromises, Weiden¬ 
feld counseled that the board 
should open up the questions to 
input from the maximum num¬ 
ber of parents and members. 
Morales pointed out that an early 
meeting is necessary because 
the baseball season starts this 
month. The Friday night meet¬ 
ing is open to all parents and 
other interested citizens.

Play on Mental Illness

Gray Panthers invite local 
residents to an interesting and 
unusual play Saturday, April 16 
at 1:30 p.m. in the Greenbelt 
Library. A free live perform¬ 
ance of “M.I. the Double Scarlet 
Letter” will be presented by the 
Center Players. This play is 
about Andy, a person recovering 
from mental illness, who returns 
home from the hospital, only to 
discover home isn’t what it used 
to be. Everyone has changed. 

The one-act play focuses dra¬ 
matic action around the conse¬ 
quences of Andy’s encounter 
with his family, friends, the 
public and himself. The audience 
catches riveting glimpses of hos¬ 
pital life, what it feels like to 
be mentally ill, and how fright¬ 
ening and isolating mental ill¬ 
ness is, not only for the patient, 
the family, but for everyone. 

The play, authored by Dr. Rob¬ 
ert S. Maseroni. is derived from 
his interviews with over sixty 
ex-patients, professionals and 
family members. With each line 
comes the truth, the humor, the 
sadness, and the realities of re¬ 
covery. Following the 25-min¬ 
ute play will be a discussion led 
by a panel of experts. 

The “Center Players” are both 
recovering people and people 
who have never been ill who are 
integrated in all phases of the 
development and production. The 
play is produced by the Center 
for Community Development and 
Mental Health Association, both 
of Prince Georges County, and 
funded by the Mental Hygiene 
Administration. 

“The Double Scarlet Letter” 
has already played in the area 
churches and the Sylvan Thea¬ 
tre in Washington. It is on tour 
in the greater Washington area, 
with scheduled performances in 
Maryland, West Virginia and 
Virginia.

offering — “an enhanced anten¬ 
na service” and 17 locally broad¬ 
cast channels plus various pub¬ 
lic access programs. 

“We looked at the rates which 
were charged in the area for in¬ 
stalling an antenna with a ro¬ 
tor” and found the average price 
to be $215, according to Hysell, 

Hysell said another reason for 
the increased installation charge 
was that the $3 monthly fee 
would not cover operational 
costs. 

“If we are going to offer a ser¬ 
vice at such a low level, there 
has got to be a way (for Prime) 
to be at least attempting to be 
somewhat fiscally responsible,” 
he said, 

Hysell noted that the first 
year's service with installation 
at $99.50 and a monthly fee at 
$3 would cost $15.15 more than 
the previous year’s combination 
of $24.95 installation and $7.95 
per month. 

“When you take it a year be¬ 
yond that, there’s a $44 savings.” 
he said. 

However, Grutzmacher obser¬ 
ved that Prime may well come 
back later and try to make a 
further increase based on oper¬ 
ational costs. 


Info for Taxpayers

view that the Universal subscri¬ 
ber would own the converter. 

Coxon characterized the in¬ 
creased hook-up fee as “exces¬ 
sive” and “profiteering.” She al¬ 
so referred to an article in the 
March 18 Washington Post in 
which “Senator Howard Metzen- 
baum (D-Ohio) warned cable tel¬ 
evision operators . . , that Can- 
gress will consider reregulating 
the industry if rates continue to 
rise and programming is with¬ 
held from competitors.” The 
Senator made the statement at 
a hearing of the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary's subcommittee on anti¬ 
trust, monopolies and business 
rights, which he chairs. 

In letters to Senator Metzen- 
baum and to Representative Ed¬ 
ward Markey (D-Mass), chair 
man of the House Committee on 
Telecommunications, Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld expressed the city’s 
concern “with the path the cable 
industry and its franchisee have 
followed since deregulation.” 

Weidenfeld detailed the vari¬ 
ous annual increases and said 
that “We believe that many res¬ 
idents subscribe to the Univer¬ 
sal tier for its improvement to 
reception, but more importantly 
for the access channels that the 
tier offers.” He noted that the 
$99,50 installation charge for 
the Universal tier “is intended 
to discourage people from ob¬ 
taining the low cost cable ser¬ 
vice and to encourage their ob¬ 
taining the higher cost more pro¬ 
fitable service. We also feel that 
this is clearly a discrimination 
between the two levels of sub¬ 
scribers (Universal and higher 
level tiers) . .

Parcel One Brush Fires’ 
Origin Under Investigation 

by Bill Cornett 

Fire officials are labeling as suspicious three brush 
fires in four days which happened near the end of Plateau 
Place in Parcel 1. 



At 11 a.m. on Thursday. 
March 31, the Fire Department 
got a call about smoke in the 
area of 2 Court Northway, and 
similar calls from residents on 
Plateau Place shortly thereafter. 
Two engines from Co. 35 in 
Greenbelt were dispatched, a- 
long with a brush truck from 
Glenn Dale. Later, units from 
Beltsville and Bowie were called 
in to help fight the blaze. 

“In all, we had about 15 men 
out on the fire,” said Chief Mi¬ 
chael Dutton of Co. 35. The ter¬ 
rain was too difficult even to get 
four-wheel-drive brush trucks 
to some parts^ of the blaze. “We 
had to run about 500 feet of hose 
into the woods.” says Dutton, 
The wind caused the fire to 
spread on several fronts. “It (the 
wind) was shifting on us, and 
because of that, w e had prob¬ 
lems.” Firemen fought the fire 
for two hours. 

Later that day, at approx¬ 
imately 3 p.m.. firemen were cal¬ 
led to the same area again. 
Prince Georges County Fire De¬ 
partment Spokesman Tony De- 
Stefa no said that this second 
fire also may be suspicious, but 
was possibly an extension or re¬ 
kindle of the first fire. 

The following Sunday, April 
3, the fire department was again 
called to a brush fire immediate¬ 
ly adjacent to the first two. This 
blaze took an hour to put out. 

“About three to five acres 
were burned in all three fires 
combined,” said Chief Dutton. 
“We have no indications that 
this fire was politically motivat¬ 
ed or related to the situation 
with Parcel 1.” 

“If anyone has any informa¬ 
tion on these fires near Plateau 
Place, we would like them to 
please contact us at 772-9080,” 
said DeStefano. “All informa¬
